They appear 
to date from 1934 and to indicate point sizes of fonts of 
matrices owned. 

This book bears no date (at least in the photocopies 
available to me). However, the Thompson Type Machine 
Company was absorbed into the Lanston Monotype Machine 
Company in 1929. It appears to have been published without 
copyright notice (which is consistent with other Thompson 
publishing practice), and if so would have passed into 
the public domain upon initial publication. Even if it 
had been copyrighted at publication, a search of the 
copyright records reveals that no renewal was filed, 
as would then have been required. It is therefore, 
in either case, now in the public domain. 

The digital version of it here is also in the 
public domain. You do not have to ask permission 
to copy it. Please do copy it as widely as possible 
so as to help ensure its preservation. 
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
